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VALEDICTORY ADDRESS 



On behalf of the 1963 Graduating Class, I would like 
to take this opportunity to extend our heartfelt thanks 
for the tribute and good wishes extended to us by the 
class of 1964. We in turn, wish to challenge you to up¬ 
hold the athletic, academic and moral standards of this 
our collegiate. 

With mixed emotions we leave tonight; with a feel¬ 
ing of achievement, yet regret; gratitude, yet sadness, 
but primarily with hope and anticipation. We have a- 
chieved the first major steps in our formal education and 
preparation for our careers in the aduit world of tomor¬ 
row. We now stand on the threshold of a new phase. 
Ahead lies only darkness, our future. Regretfully we re¬ 
alize that we can only glance back down the steps which 
we have just climbed. Never again will we be able to 
grasp the joys and sorrows of the past. Now we must step 
into the uncertainty of our unknown future. 

As we pause at the door we suddenly recognize how 
very grateful we really should be for the sacrifices made 
for us by others, especially those made by our parents 
and teachers. We may often have been unconscious of 
your efforts and may have appeared ungrateful. All too 
often we have accepted your precious time and efforts 
as a matter of course. Thus, at this time, I would like 
to thank you, our patient parents and teachers, for aid¬ 
ing us to reach this step in our lives. Throughout our 
schooling we have been fortunate in having had the best 
that could be provided in the way of professional in¬ 
struction and appropriate facilities. Through many a tur¬ 
bulent or depressing experience we have been guided by 
the understanding of our parents. This I am sure we all 
recognize and appreciate. Without you our success would 
have been impossible. 

On this, the last occasion that we will be together 
as a group, We naturally remember the chain of friends 
which we have formed over the past years. Tonight, with 
high hopes and the greatest anticipation, we see each 
other entering into separate professions — some into the 
fields of Science and Medicine, others into commercial 
or teaching careers. These will lead into new societies 
and new groups of friends. 


However, the old chain will 
never be completely dissolved, for we will always remem¬ 
ber the times we shared together; the time our team al¬ 
most won the football championship, the teamwork that 
went into school parties and plays, and the mischief in 
which every class indulges and specializes. Yes, I’m 
sure we will always remember too, the homework our 
favorite teachers gave us, and the purple and gold of 
Morden Collegiate. 

All this is past and only the future remains. We know 
not what lies ahead for us, only that the best thing we 
can do to keep ourselves afloat in the high tide of civil¬ 
ization is to forge ahead with determination and zeal. As 
young adults we must obtain the training and knowledge 
which will mold us into the independent citizens of to¬ 
morrow. We must be prepared to accept the burdens of 
adult life and parenthood for we are the basis of the next 
generation. 

Unlike our forefathers who enjoyed a much simpler 
life, we are intering a modern society’s complex web. 
There was a time when a young man needed only to 
learn his father’s trade by working with him; a baker’s 
son learned by kneading his father’s bread; similarly a 
shoemaker’s, or tailor’s son eventually earned his liveli¬ 
hood by settling down to the profession into which he was 
born. A young woman was not expected to remain in 
school for more than a few years since her duties as a 
housewife were learned at home. She did not need to know 
what was going on politically in her community or coun¬ 
try as her opinion was not considered worth a vote. The 
20th century has been called 'the “woman’s age”, for to¬ 
day we have many rights which were once considered 
strictly male privileges. All professions are now open to 
us. This can be noted in such fields as medicine, dentis¬ 
try, ministry and politics. The last of which brines to 
mind such noble examples as the robut Mayor Char¬ 
lotte Whitten and the present Health Minister Judy La- 
Marsh. 

With the progress of science and society, there are 
more and more demands being placed on the individual. 
It is absolutely necessary for every girl and boy to have 
a clear understanding of the functioning of the govern¬ 
ment of his country and to be trained for some chosen 
career. Then he will not have to look back like Abel Mci- 
any and say, “I have seen myself as a good machine 
which life had never used.” Not only must he be train¬ 
ed but he must be specialized. A man can no longer be a 
general farmer or doctor, but he must be specialized in 
his field. 

Within everyone of us there are the abilities and tal¬ 
ents, whether academic, technical, artistic or social 
which will make our lives worthwhile. These can be used 
in improving mankind. However, we need the determin¬ 
ation to apply them to the goals set by ourselves. 

In closing, I would like to quote a poem from a 
speech made by the late King George VI. “I said to the 
man who stood at the gate of the year: Give me light 
that X may tread safely into the unkown. 

And he replied: go out into the darkness and put your 
hand into the hand of God, 

That shall be to you better than light and safer than the 
known way.
